2. [he Galleries have exercised reasonable care to catalogue and describe 
correctly the property to be sold, but they do not make any representa- 
tion or warranty as to the correctness of description, genuineness, 
authenticity or condition of said property. 


3. The Galleries reserve the right to withdraw any article from sale 
for any reason whatsoever before the article is offered for sale. 


4. Unless otherwise announced by the auctioneer at the time of sale, 
all bids are to be for the lot as a whole and as numbered in the catalogue. 


5. The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. 
In the event of any dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his 
discretion, determine who is the successful bidder, and his decision shall 
be final; or the auctioneer may reoffer and resell the article in dispute. 


6. Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the article 
offered, or which is merely a nominal or fractional advance over the 
previous bid, may be rejected by the auctioneer, in his discretion, if in 
his judgment such bid would be likely to affect the sale injuriously. 


7. The name and address of the buyer of each article, or lot, shall be 
given to the Galleries immediately following the sale thereof, and pay- 
ment of the whole purchase price, or such part thereof as the Galleries 
may require, shall be immediately made by the purchaser thereof. If the 
foregoing condition, or any other applicable condition herein, is not 
complied with, the sale may, at the option of the Galleries, be cancelled, 
and the article or lot, reoffered for sale. 


8. Unless the sale is advertised and announced as an unrestricted sale, 
or sale without reserve, consignors reserve the right to bid. 


9. Except as herein otherwise provided, title will pass to the highest 
idder upon the fall of the auctioneer’s hammer, and thereafter the 
property is at the purchaser’s sole risk and responsibility. 


10. Articles sold and not paid for in full and not taken by noon of 
the third day following the sale may be turned over by the Galleries 
to a carrier to be delivered to a storehouse for the account and risk of 
‘e purchaser, and at his cost. If the purchase price has not been so paid 


in full, the Galleries may either cancel the sale, and any partial payment 
already made shall be retained by the Galleries as liquidated damages, or 
they may resell the same without notice to the buyer and for his account 
and risk, and hold him responsible for any deficiency. 


11. Property purchased will be delivered only on presentation of a 
receipted bill. “The Galleries reserve the right to make delivery to any 
person presenting such receipted bill. If a receipted bill is lost before 
delivery, the buyer should immediately notify the Galleries. 


12. If for any cause whatsoever any article sold cannot be delivered 
or cannot be delivered in as good condition as the same may have been at 
the time of sale, the sale will be cancelled without any liability to the 
Galleries and any amount that may have been paid on account of the 
sale will be returned to the purchaser.

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JAPANESE DOOR PULLS AND NAIL HEADS 


NOTE: The keynote of Japanese interiors is simplicity. The walls consist of 
sliding partitions, which have as their main adornment ‘“‘door pulls,’’ carefully designed 
and skillfully made in the shape of a little depression within a metal escutcheon. They 
are often composed of several pieces of metal of contrasting colors, not basically precious, 
but often decorated with gold and silver touches. The heads of the nails, holding the 
bare beams of the house frame together, are elaborately chased and gilded. ‘The present 
collection includes a number of these ornamental door pulls and nail heads, among 
them fine specimens in a variety of techniques.

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INRO, NETSUKE, POUCHES AND WRITING CASES 


NOTE: The inro, a carrying case for pills and lozenges, was carried at the girdle 
by a.short cord, having at the farther end an ornamental toggle or netsuke, which was 
thrust between the girdle and the body. An ornamental bead, called an ojime, was 
usually placed on the cord just above the rnro to prevent the latter from opening unex- 
pectedly. The pouch was usually used to contain tobacco and has at the end of the 
cord, instead of the netsuke, a case for the tiny Japanese pipe. The Japanese writing 
case yatate, consists of a container for cotton saturated with ink, and a tube, usually 
attached, for the writing brush. This tube often also contains a small knife for erasing.

Pouch-shaped iron inro with two compartments, hinged, 
chased with dragon and jewel emblem; iron netsuke and oblong ojime 
decorated with landscape, applied with gold and bronze and signed 
Tamashige. Root wood box in shape of bell with hinged cover, leather 
pouch, wood carved netsuke in shape of reclining lion, wood carved ojime. 


TWO WOOD CARVED INRO XIX Century 
One having four compartments, lined with lacquer and finely carved with 
dragons and clouds; netsuke in shape of double nut with matching ojime, 
carved with bamboo, animals and clouds, and signed Masayoshi; four-tier 
inro, carved with four figures and bamboo stalks on pattern ground, 
signed Yukimasa.

one with two small leather and embroidered pouches, and wooden case 
with lacquered top.

One, having chased brass ink box with head of Daruma, and tubular 
brush holder with appliqué metal leaves and mantis; one of inro-shaped 
ink box and flattened brush holder with hinged ivory top, decorated with 
fine lacquer and mother-of-pearl flower designs, signed; and one plain 
bamboo writing set. Glass bead, bamboo and coiled bronze wire ojime. 


THREE BRONZE WRITING CASES 

One having octagonal, one flattened globular, and one shaped ink box 
with hinged top and curved flattened brush holders all in one; one lac- 
guered, with engraved decoration and nashiji bead ojtme; one with 
engraved clouds and white jade magatama ojime; one with line decora- 
tion inlaid in silver with carved peach stone ojime.

Curved, tubular brush holders attached to bulbous ink boxes with hinged 
covers: all chased with various scroll, cloud and animal ornament; ojime, 
glass beads.

Hinged ink boxes, quadrangular oval pouch, and nro shaped, with 
tubular brush holders having hinged tops; some with engraved ornament. 


THREE BRASS AND ONE SILVER WRITING CASES 

Ink boxes in rounded quadrangular, flattened oval and box shapes; flat- 
tened tubular brush holders with hinged tops; having various engraved 
ornaments. 


FOUR BRASS WRITING CASES 

Three having oval ink boxes and tubular brush holders, both with hinged 
tops, and chased with scroll ornaments; and a plain tubular brush holder 
with attached small rectangular ink box; ojime a coral bead. 


FIVE IVORY, BRASS, BRONZE AND WOOD WRITING CASES 
Flattened, oval two-tier ink box, with flattened tubular brush holder 
carved in ivory in bamboo design; rounded, oblong copper ink box and 
flattened wooden brush holder, box and holder having hinged and en- 
graved silver tops; bamboo ink box and brush holder, ink box with 
hinged top; flattened, globular brass ink box attached to lacquered wooden 
brush holder; and a flattened bulbous chased bronze ink box with hinged 


top and bamboo brush holder. All having various carved wood, coral 
and glass ojime. 
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FOUR BRASS WRITING CASES 

Flattened, globular and cylindrical ink boxes with hinged top and tubular 
brush holders all in one. Oyime of glass and metal beads; one lacquered, 
in shape of hinged locket. Some with silver decoration appliqué. 


FOUR BRONZE WRITING CASES 
Globular and egg-shaped ink boxes and curved tubular brush holders 
all in one; ojtme of carved ivory, glass and porcelain beads. 


FOUR BRONZE AND BRASS WRITING CASES 

Ovoid and bulbous ink boxes with hinged tops and curved tubular brush 
holders all in one; having glass bead ojtme; one applied with monogram 
of Prince Todo of Tsu in the province of Iga. 


THREE WOODEN WRITING CASES 

Ovoid ink box with hinged top, curved, flattened, tubular brush holder; 
two with engraved silver medallions appliqued; having mullefiore, carved 
jade and wooden oy:me. 


THREE BRASS WRITING CASES 

Oblong ink boxes and flattened, quadrangular brush holders all in one; 
engraved with flower, birds and landscape designs; having agate, glass 
bead and carved wood ojime. 


SIX BRASS WRITING CASES 

One in shape of gourd, with leaves and screw top; one plain rectangular 
with sliding top; one in shape of pouch, hinged, with flattened tubular 
and lacquered brush holder; one flattened box and tubular brush holder 
with ojime in shape of hinged box, and two plain brass cases, all in one. 


FOUR SILVER, BRASS AND BRONZE WRITING CASES 
Silver case having flattened, oval ink box with hinged top revealing inner 
compartment, and tubular brush holder all in one, engraved with flowers 
and having filigree ojime; and two bronze and a brass case with flattened 
globular ink boxes, hinged tops and flattened brush holders chased with 
basket weave pattern, and inlaid with line ornament; having jade, glass 
bead and locket ojime. 
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FOUR BRASS WRITING CASES 

Oblong and flattened and globular ink boxes with flattened quadrangular 
and double-tubed brush holders; having engraved floral and fret ornament 
decoration; cat’s-eye and metal ojime. 


THREE BRASS WRITING CASES 

Flattened, globular and oval ink boxes with hinged tops and tubular 
brush holders all in one; one having silver mounting; coral bead, carved 
wood and glass bead ojime.
